highest in 13-year span 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Unemployment jumped to a 13year high of 7.1 per 
cent in December with a growing number of white collar workers among 
America’s 6 5 million jobless, the Labor Department said today. 
President Ford’s chief spokesman said the President is concerned with the 
increase and feels that there will be further increases, perhaps to 8 per cent, 
in the period immediately ahead 
Fed by huge layoffs in the staggering auto industry, a 15 per cent jobless 
rate in construction and losses of normally safe executive jobs, a total of 
560,000 Americans were added to unemployed ranks last month. 
The rate last reached 7 1 per cent in May, 1961 and today’s report was the 
worst since unemployment hit 7.4 per cent in August, 1958 
The November unemployment rate was 6 5 per cent and the fat 0.6 jump is 
expected to spur action by the new 94th Congress when it opens for business 
this month 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said the figures “ re-emphasize that the 
economy is in great difficulty. The decline in production that is now going on 
means the country must expect further increases in unemployment during the 
period immediately ahead.” 
Nessen said Ford had predictions from economists that the unemployment 
rate might reach 8 per cent. 
“ The President is concerned,” Nessen said “ The President’s economic 
program which is now being developed is aimed at restoring the health and 
stabilty of the American economy, including the reversal of the current rise in 
unemployment.” 
Nessen said that Ford has made some “ tentative choices” in preparing his 


new economic program which is essentially antirecession and aimed at 
stimulating the economy. But he declined to confirm reports that Ford is 
strongly leaning toward a tax cut 
In response to the latest figures. AFL-CIO President George Meany said. 
“ This is an economic emergency for America There must be action at once.” 
The Labor Department said one of every 25 prospective white collar 
workers was out of a job in December, the highest since records were begun in 
the category 16 years ago The bulk of those without jobs were in sales and 
managerial forces 
Virtually every worker group was hit by the increased joblessness in 
December, as the unemployment rate took its biggest jump since October, 
1968, when the figure went up 0.6 per cent from the previous month's 5.5. 
Ford Tuesday signed legislation appropriating ¿4 billion for public service 
jobs and extended unemployment compensation for unemployed workers. 
The legislation authorized $2.5 billion for 330.000 new jobs This is on top of 
about $1 billion already allocated to local governments for 170.000 public 
service jobs 
Unemployment had reached a 3 Va year low of 4.6 per cent in October, 1973 
but that month the Arab oil embargo began to take its toll and since then the 
unemployment rate has increased 2.5 percentage points 
Construction unemployment was 15 per cent in December, highest since the 
recession of 1961. 
The December unemployment rate in manufacturing was 8 6 per cent, 
double the December, 1973 rate. Most of this was due to the slump in the 
automobile industry.

Phase 1 of the study would take nine 
months and would answer the question 
of whether or not the county will have to 
buy state project water in the near 
future to augment its water supply.

TeiePrompTer of Lompoc has lost its 
lucrative Vandenberg Air Force Base 
cable tv franchise to a small Northern 
California firm with a lower bid. 
Local TeiePrompTer Manager C.W. 
Grinstead confirmed this morning that 
Cable Antenna Systems of San Raphael 
has won a 10-year franchise to provide 
cable tv services to the base's 2,500 
subscribers. 
Cable Antenna won with a bid of $4 per 
month for first set home hookups and 75 
cents per month for additional hookups 
in the same home TeiePrompTer of 
Lompoc, a local branch of a New York 
Based firm, has stated that it could not 
make a reasonable profit on the base 
operations with rates lower than $6.95 
per home per month 
TeleProm pTer’s 
current 
base 
franchise commenced m June, 1969 and 
expired in June, 1974. The contract was 
extended at the new $6.95 rate for six 
months while TeiePrompTer protested 
the bid award to the smaller California 
firm. 
TeiePrompTer protested the original 
award to Cable Antenna Systems for a 
variety 
of 
reasons, 
including 
the 
contention 
that 
blanket 
Air 
Force 
specifications for base cable systems do 
not take into account Vandenberg’s 
peculiar isolation and requirement for 
tv 
signals 
imported 
over 
great 
distances 
TeiePrompTer operates a microwave 
relay chain to import signals to Lompoc 
viewers from Los Angeles. Grinstead 
has said before and said again this 
morning that he doesn’t believe such a 
system could be duplicated at the lower 
rate 
“ Quite frankly, I don’t see how they 
can do it and make any money,” he 
confided. 
Grinstead quoted the rates of common 
tv signal carriers as $475 per tv channel 
per month. The base franchise specifies 
the numer of channels to be provided. 
Lompoc gets 13. 
Another 
point 
of 
contention 
for 
TeiePrompTer in the ill-fated appeal 
was that the Air Force specs allow the 
new cable company simply to erect a 
high antenna in this area and cable in 
technically inferior signals. Grinstead 
repeated this criticism this morning: 
“ The base was served with an antenna 
located on the FCI property at one time 
and it wasn’t satisfactory,” he said, 
pointing also to Lompoc residents’ 
protests over signal quality in the 
present-system 
which 
utilizes 
a 
microwave link system and an antenna 
atop TV Peak in Santa Barbara. 
After operating in the city of Lompoc 
for about 11 years at a monthly home 
rate of $4.50, TeiePrompTer recently 
won an increase to $6.60 per month per 
home in the city, based on losses on the 
city operation. Other increases to $6.95 
were granted in the county areas around 
Lompoc and Santa Maria and the city of 
Santa Maria recently granted a boost 
from $4.95 to $5.95.

The sweeping Trade Act of 1974, 
already spumed by Soviet leaders as 
“ flatly unacceptable,” also provides for 
establishment of normal trade relations 
with other Communist countries and a 
new 
round 
of 
negotiations 
among 
western nations for a major lowering of 
trade barriers. 
The act also sets up a system for relief 
to U.S. industries and workers who 
might 
be 
injured by 
new foreign 


competition, and creates a generalized 
system of preferences to encourage 
trade relations with developing nations 
Some 200 guests were invited to the 
White 
House 
signing 
ceremony, 
including Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, 
Cabinet 
members, 
congressmen, businessmen, labor lead­ 
ers and members of the consuming 
public. 
Designed by the Nixon administration 
two years ago to boost detente, the act 
was heavily amended by Congress but 
sill includes unprecedented authority for 
Ford to enter into multilateral talks 
—probably in Geneva in March —on 
lowering trade barriers.

nondiscriminatory trade treatment for 
Russia. Romania and possibly other 
Communist countries.

But it will allow Congress to withdraw 
the most favored nation status from 
Russia in 18 months if the Soviet Union 
does not live up to verbal assurances by 
Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev and 
other Soviet officials to Ford and 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
on easier emigration for Jews and other 
dissidents. 


The official Soviet news agency Tass 
said last month such linkage was “ flatly 
unacceptable” to Russianleaders. 


Ford comments on Kissinger 


remark on force for Mideast oil 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford understands Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger’s recent mention of 
the possible use of U.S. force against the 
Middle East oil nations as a “ highly 
qualified 
answer to a hypothetical 
situation,” a spokesman said today. 
Kissinger said in an interview with 
Business Week magazine that he would 
not rule out the use of force if the world 
was “ strangled” for oil by the Middle 
East producers. He added that it would 
be reckless and could mean another 
Vietnam or a possible confrontation 
with the Russians. 
Asked by reporters if Ford agreed 
with 
Kissinger’s 
statement, 
Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen replied: 
“ The President has read the interview 
and the President understands the 
secretary’s answer as a highly qualified 
answer to a hypothetical situation 
involving only the gravest kind of 
emergency for the industrial world.” 
Asked if this meant Ford agreed or 


disagreed with Kissinger, he answered 
only “ the President has nothing to add ” 


“ I warned against military action,” 
Kissinger said. “ I don’t think you can 
rule out use of force, but for oil prices it 
is too dangerous.” 


Although he tried his hardest to 
eliminate 
the 
picture 
of 
Marines 
fighting in Arab oil fields —especially 
over high prices —it was still a blunt 
statement from the chief architect of 
U.S. foreign policy. 


Kissinger seemed to be carefully 
drawing a distinction between fighting 
over highpriced oil and a long embargo 
cutting off petroleum to industrialized 
nations. 


Part of the Business Week interview: 
“ Q. Have you considered military 
action on oil? 
“ A. Military action on oil prices? 
“ Q. Yes. 
“ A. A very dangerous course. We 


should have learned from Vietnam that 
it is easier to get into a war than to get 
out of it. I am not saying that there’s no 
circumstance where we would not use 
force. But it is one thing to use it in a 
dispute over price, it’s another where 
there’s some actual strangulation of the 
industrialized world 


“ Q. Do you worry about what the 
Soviets would do in the Middle East if 
there were any military action against 
the cartel? 


“ A. I don’t think that this is a good 
thing to speculate about. Any president 
who would resort to military action in 
the Middle East without worrying what 
the Soviets would do would have to be 
reckless. The question is to what extent 
he would let himself be deterred by it. 
But you cannot say you would not 
consider what the Soviets would do. I 
want to make clear, however, that the 
use of force would be considered only in 
the gravest emergency . ’ *

Americans are in for a sharp increase in 
Social Security taxes —the section 
marked F.I.C.A. on pay stubs. 
The Social Security Advisory Council

concluded 
Social 
Security taxes must be increased and 
benefits may have to be reduced to keep 
the system solvent in the next century. 
The panel said it based its tentative 
recommendations on previous studies by 
other groups, showing that because of 
inflation and a declining birth rate the 
Social Security System will pay out 


more than it takes in during the decades 
ahead — and the deficit will get bigger 
and bigger. 
The declining birth rate means the 
U.S. population is getting older. That in 
turn means there will be fewer workers 
to put money into the system through 
Social Security taxes and more people 
taking it out in benefits.

panel 
arrived 
at 
several 


recommendations, which are being put 
into a report to Congress, subject to 
final review by the panel. 
—Congress should consider raising the 
age at which persons can receive Social 
Security retirement benefits from 65 to 
68 beginning in the year 2005. 
—Cost of living increases which go 
into effect for the first time this year 
should eventually be abolished.

County transportation 
plan calls for bus 
service here in 1982

masterplan calling for a bus 
system between Lompoc and 
its adjacent communities by 
1982 was approved in Santa 
Barbara 
yesterday 
by

County-Cities Area Planning 
Council 


The plan, gauged to “provide 
reasonably 
for 
forecasted 
travel demands” up to 1995, 
schedules 
a 
dial-a-ride 
bus 
system 
for 
initial 
transit 
service 
within 
Lompoc, 
to 
begin next year or in 1977 This 
service would be expanded two 
years later, the report maps 
out, to include a combination of 
regular bus routes and dial-a- 
ride service serving Mission 
Hills and Vandenberg Village. 


Service would be extended to 
Vandenberg Air Force Base in 
1981-1982 with a fleet of six 
buses becoming necessary by 
1980 and 13 buses by 1995 to 
p r o v i d e 
d e m a n d e d 
transportation, the plan says. It 
is in the 1981-1985 time area 
that the first western launches 
of the Space Shuttle project are 
now slated to lift off from 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
The plan approved yesterday 
was one of four proposed and. 
according to Gerald Lorden, 
t ra n s p o r t a t i o n 
planning 
engineer, does not attempt to 
replace the automobile. The

Because of this, the master 
plan 
also calls for certain

Urged as necessary by the plan 
in the Lompoc area are the 
construction of the now legally

struck back today at Israeli 
troops carrying out the third 
day of a New Year’s drive 
aimed at eliminating nests of 
guerrillas on Israel’s northern 
frontier with Lebanon.

Lyle S. Gainsley, UC director 
of admissions, said the reduc­

“prime application period-' is

however, and that he expects 
UC to reach its projected 
enrollment next fall. 
Gainsley said 32,066 applica­ 
tions were received during 
November for the eight UC 
campuses, down from 35,341 a 
year ago. 


At the same time, 11 of the 19 
California State Universities 
and Colleges reported a sharp 
increase in November applica­ 
tions. More than 21,000 appli­ 
cants 
filed 
for 
admission 
compared with 18,000 last year. 
Cost may be the reason for 
the shift. 


Full-time students a the UC 
system pay more than twice as 
much in fees as those at the 
state colleges. UC applicants 
will pay about $404 for a years 
study An average of $190 will 
be paid by students at state 
universities and colleges. 


But 
Gainsley 
feels 
the 
decline 
“may just be the 
slowing down of the filing 
period Students just don’t feel 
the same sense of urgency they 
did a few years ago.” 


James Downing, director of 
admissions at UC Irvine, which 
reflected a 24 per cent decline 
in November applicants, said 
the decline is probably due to 
student nonchalance. 
He said the previous “do-or- 
die” November filing deadline 
has lost is impact. 


“Now we bend over back­ 
ward to tell people if they miss 
the November filing period 
they’re still okay,” Downing 
said, “and they are taking us 
quite literally.” 
Downing said he is confident 
enrollment will reach the fall 
predictions. 
Declines were particularly 
sharp at UC Berkeley, with a 17 
per cent drop and UC Santa 
Cruz with 25 per cent.

Davis was the only 
campus to register an increase, 
receiving 3 per cent more 
applications than last year.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
An environmental impact re­ 
port that favors the develop­ 
ment of a $35 million Mineral 
King resort in the high Sierra 
was filed Thursday by the U.S. 
Forest Service. 
The year-round recreational 
area east of Visalia would 
accomodate 10,000 visitors a 
day for hiking, skiing and 
camping under the long-stalled 
plans of Walt Disney Produc­ 
tions 
The 
237-page 
government 
report cited Mineral King's 
strategic location just east of 
Visalia as favorable to a large 
number of ski enthusiasts and 
made no suggestions for major 
changes in the Disney master 
plan. 
“Mineral King is the only 
remaining area where high 
quality, large scale winter 
sports opportunities can be 
provided at a location reasona­ 
bly 
accessible to Southern 
California,” the report said. 
“At the same time it can help 
meet 
needs 
for 
outdoor 
s u m m e r 
r e c r e a t i o n a l 
experiences in a compact area 
of high visual quality.” 
A comprehensive environ­ 
mental impact statement was 
among the demands of the 
conservationist Sierra Club in a 
1972 suit that blocked the 
development. A hearing on the 
action has been delayed in U.S. 
District Court in San Francisco 
until the final environmental 
impact statement has been 
prepared and adopted, which 
will come later this year.

Forest Service says 
public responses to the report 
filed Thursday must be made 
before March 31.

Mineral King and its towering 
peaks added to the protected 
Sequoia National Park, which 
borders the area on three sides 


Mineral King is presently 
within the Sequoia National 
Forest and the report noted 
that national forest land pre­ 
sently provides the sites for 
two-thirds of all the commer­ 
cially developed winter sports 
areas in California. 


Angela sues 


OAKLAND, Calif (UPI) -

on the city of Oakland in a 
$150,000 lawsuit. 


Miss Davis and a woman 
friend have filed the suit on 
grounds of false arrest for an 
incident at Highland Hospital 
Sept. 12. 


Miss Davis and 
Victoria 
Mercado said in their Alameda 
County Superior Court action 
that a sheriff’s deputy detained 
them when they showed up at 
ihe hospital for medical treat­ 
ment for Miss Davis’ eye 
condition. 


Deputy Dennis Raymond said 
he detained the women when 
Miss Davis refused to identify 
herself on demand.

sign of mental impairment. He 
was being treated with an­ 
ticoagulants 
to

possibility of blot clots moving 
from 
his 
heart,

pacemaker. 
"Justice Douglas spent a 
fairly comfortable night at the 
Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center,” 
Thursday’s 
brief 
statement said. It repeated 
Wednesday’s report that his 
"vital signs are stable and he is 
alert." 
N. Thomas Connally, Dou­ 
glas' personal physician, said, 
"people are worried that he is 
near death but that is clearly 
not the case." 
President Ford arranged for 
an Air Force plane to fly

Douglas was stricken, and later 
a hospital aircraft flew them

the spokesman 
said at the Nixon estate here. 
The convicted four have said 
that their appeals will be based

All three are Democrats 
They join the governor-elect’s 
newly appointed executive as­ 
sistant, Gray Davis, 32, on the 
cabinet The average age so far 
is 37. The bachelor Brown is 36. 
Agency secretaries, who ad­ 
minister a myriad of state 
departments and boards, cur­ 
rently are paid 643.404. But 
salary scales for the new 
administration still must be 
determined. 
Ms. Bird, a former Stanford 
Ur iversity law professor, is the 
first 
woman

Willie Davis, in his prime, made 
fans scream in delight when he 
would highball through a red light at 
third base and a streak home to 
challenge the throw. 
Arnold Palmer enlisted an entire 
army by refusing to play it safe if 
there was a chance to hit through 
the trees and over a bunker and 
reach the green in one less stroke 
After Wednesday's Rose Bowl 
contest, USC coach John McKay 
was hailed as the reincarnation of 
Bret Maverick, the bold, go-for- 
broke gambler 
What marvelous courage, said the 
newspaper and radio and TV men, 
for McKay to have his Trojar.s go 
for a two-point conversion and a win 
instead of settling for a one-point 
kick and a tie 


But before we hand over the 
Gambler of the Year award to 
McKay, let's take a look at the 
decision How courageous was it? 
M cKay 
is 
an 
intelligent 
gentleman During the first half, his 
punter shanked a drive into the 
rough 
Minutes later his place- 
kicker chipped a short one 50 feet 
wide of the pin. 


McKay 
didn’t 
need 
to 
rush 
down to the comer drugstore and 
hop on the penny scale to get the 
message: “ You weigh 187 pounds. 
Today is a very bad day for kicking 
footballs. ’’ 
But regardless of the state of the 
USC kicking game, McKay knew 


that the only option open to him was 
to go for two Kicking would have 
been a huge gamble, as McKay 
would be gambling that he could 
outrun a sizeable mob of USC fans 
bent on destruction of a head coach 
who had soured one of the great 
endings in football history by going 
fora tie 
Football fans, McKay knows, will 
put up with cold hot dogs, warm 
beer, 
splintery 
bleachers, 
long 
restroom lines and dull halftime 
shows. 
But fans will not abide a tie — 
especially an intentional one 
Any coach who would order his 
team to go for a tie when a win is 
still 
possible 
should 
have 
his 
coaching license revoked. 
Fans — and the players — 
demand that their team go down 
fighting Ties are for wearing at 
post-game victory parties 
Had 
the 
Trojans’ 
two-point 
conversion 
failed. 
Trojan 
fans 
would have been able to hold their 
heads high and say “ We gave ’em 
hell.” A try for a tie would have 
forced USC rooters to leave the 
Rose Bowl by a rear exit, under 
cover of darkness 
This is not to say that McKay is 
not a gambler.

Catfish may be forced 
to sit out 75 season

NEW YORK (U PI) - Catfish Hunter 
may not pitch at all this year. 
He's aware of that possibility. So are 
the New York Yankees and Charlie 
Finley, who went through pretty much 
this same ordeal with Dick Williams a 
year ago. 
Peter Seitz, the arbitrator, ruled that 
Hunter’s contract with the Oakland A s 
was null and void That pact covered* 
1974 and 1975, and there is every reason 
to believe the courts will support that 
ruling. 
But Seitz also declared Hunter a free 
agent, 
and that decision could be 
overturned for a number of reasons,

baseball's con­ 
troversial reserve clause 
Curt Flood was the last ballplayer to 
test it less than five years ago and after 
going all the way to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, what he found out, in effect, is 
that once a ball club owns you, it owns 
you for life.

M. Donald Grant, the Mets’ board 
chairman, says his club made Hunter “ a 
very substantial offer,” and with a little 
arithmetic the offer adds up to more 
than $2 million, but the Mets, aware like 
others Hunter might be enjoined from 
pitching, had a stipulation with their 
offer. 


“ All the money would remain intact, 
deposited in trust or escrow in his name, 
until his case was adjudicated,” Grant 
explained. “ We talked with his lawyers 
and it was understood the Mets would 
get their money back if the case was 
reversed in court.” 


For some years now, the Mets have 
set aside a sum to be used in case they 
found it possible to buy what they 
considered “ a real solid superstar” 
from another ball club. The sum set 
aside was in the neighborhood of one 
million dollars. 


“ With that in mind, our first offer was 
$800,000,” 
says Grant, 
“ because I 
wanted to leave myself some room I 
asked Joe Flythe (one of Hunter’s attor­ 
neys) if we were in the ballpark, and he 
said yes, but we were the last ones in the 
ballpark. I told him I'd like to have some 
idea about a figure, and after he gave it 
to me, we went to one million dollars, 
plus two hundred thousand dollars for 
the lawyers' fees. We were going to put 
all this in cash." 


Grant, a brokerage man, showed the 
laywers how Hunter could pay the tax on 
his million, invest what was left, a half 
million, in 7 per cent tax free municipal 
bonds and in 10 years they normally 
would double themselves and be worth a 
million. 


The Mets also were willing to go for a 
$250,000 loan, which Hunter wanted so he 
could buy the property adjoining his 
farm, but they weren’t willing to go for 
an annual salary that would put Hunter 
above Tom Seaver.

I; a staff report from the 
lunation Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development warns 
that the US may be the most depressed 
of all the group in 1975. and it anxiously 
asks if other OECD countries can 
recover if America doesn’t act 
So much, then, for the way opinion

cases 
and 
investigations 
revolving 
ar o und

contributions, 
abuse

executive power, tax fraud, 
and 
the 
puzzle 
of 
what 
happened to 18Vz minutes of 
tape 
recorded conversation 
which is believed to have been 
intentionally erased way back 
at 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
Watergate investigations. 


To 
date, 
28 
persons 
formerly

N i x o n ’s 
administration 
have 
either 
pled guilty or been convicted 
of Watergate related crimes. 


The former President s tapes 
and papers have been put

Tax loopholes 


Most of the clamor about "loopholes" 
in state tax laws has been about income 
tax exemptions and deductions allowed 
insurance companies and corporations. 
But an Alameda Superior Court decision 
points up some exemptions in tax laws 
of far more significance to property 
owners since they are bound to result in 
higher local tax rates for them 


These are the property tax exclusions 
granted to non-profit religious, hospital, 
charitable and educational institutions. 
Intended to apply only to that property 
"used exclusively" for the purpose for 
which 
the 
organization 
gained 
exemption, 
it appears that private 
parties occupy, for profit or personal 
benefit, a great deal of such property. 


That is the gist of an action brought to 


compel 
county 
assessors 
to 
levy 
possessory interest property taxes upon 
private persons using real property held 
as 
tax 
exem pt 
by 
non-profit 
organizations. 
Reportedly many of these groups own 
apartment houses and other properties 
which are income bearing and occupied 
by private parties. 
Representing the plaintiffs, Oakland 
attorney Russell Bruno argued that 
there were numerous instances where 
institutional 
property 
is 
used 
"in 
varying degrees as residences and 
places of employment." Bruno said 
some of "the greatest beneficiaries" of 
the exemptions "are the hospital based 
specialists" 
who 
"as 
independent 
contractors" are provided with space 
"for the conduct of business.” He cited

radiologists who he said "will gross as 
much as $400,000 annually” even in a 
small hospital. 
The defendants contended that such 
use 
w as 
“ n ecessa ry 
for 
the 
accomplishment of the purposes for 
which such institutions are intended" 
and therefore the exemptions were 
proper. 
In its decision, which undoubtedly will 
be appealed, the court held that "all or 
any portion of property used exclusively 
for religious, hospital or charitable 
purposes owned by community chests, 
funds, 
foundations, 
or 
corporations 
organized and operated for religious, 
hospital or charitable purposes no* 
conducted for profit and no part of the 
net earnings of which inure to the 
benefit 
of 
any 
shareholder 
or 
individual" is exempt from taxes. 
But the court agreed with Bruno that 
"there is nothing in the record showing 
necessity or even particular benefit to 
colleges in having their faculty or 
administrative 
staffs living on 
the 
grounds" and granted judgement which 
would subject nonexempt persons and 
organizations occupying property owned 
by the colleges to possessory interest 
taxes. 
The decision, insofar as colleges are 
concerned, 
is 
consistent 
with 
the 
practices in recent months of most 
county assessors in levying possessory 
interest taxes on occupants of state 
owned rental housing as well as other 
state properties occupied by private 
parties. 
But in ruling against taxation of 
properties held 
by other non-profit 
organizations the court leaves untaxed 
considerable property owned by groups 
who in turn lease to private parties for 
residential or commercial uses. 
Bruno’s case 
is not 
against the 
property owned and used exclusively as 
a hospital, church or college. Rather it 
is to close the apparent loophole where 
such institutions permit use of their 
property for other purposes by private 
parties for personal benefit or profit. 
Some of the organizations are said to 
have invested heavily in apartments, 
hotels, and other commercial properties 
gaining an advantage over non-exempt 
owners who must face up to property 
taxes. 
Whatever 
may 
be 
done 
about 
loopholes in the income tax laws, true 
tax reform will not be achieved until the 
property tax exemptions are thoroughly 
reviewed by the Legislature.
